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The  Study  of  Place-Names.

rpHE  English  Place-Name  Society  i.s  slowl^^  publishing  a  series  of 

volumes,  each  of  which  deals  with  a  single  English  county.  Several 
have  already  been  produced  and  are  monuments  of  industry  and  learn¬ 
ing,  dealing  as  they  do  with  the  majority  of  place-names  within  each 
county.  The  study  having  been  advanced  thus  far,  its  relationship  to 
the  work  of  the  ordinary  archaeologist  may  be  of  some  general  interest. 

It  may  be  said  at  once  that  the  elucidation  of  the  meaning  of  place- 
names  is  generally  outside  the  scope  of  the  non-specialist.  The  modern 
method  of  approach  to  the  subject  is  to  marshal  a  large  number  of 
variants  in  spelling  dating  from  the  earliest  occurrence  of  the  name, 
pre-Conquest  instances  being  by  far  the  most  valuable.  Such  a  range 
of  spellings  is  often  sufficiently  surprising.  In  the  course  of  centuries, 
the  early  name  has  altered  out  of  recognition.  What  is  called  folk- 
etymology  has  often  been  at  work  changing  something  unfamiliar  into 
a  more  homely  form.  The  town  of  Ijeatherhead  is  a  good  example. 
Whatever  the  original  meaning  of  the  name,  its  modern  rather  ugly 
guise  is  entirely  misleading. 

The  list  of  variant  spellings  having  been  made  as  complete  as  pos¬ 
sible,  the  material  is  then  handled  by  students  who  possess  a  profound 
knowledge  of  the  various  Anglo-Saxon  anci  Early  English  dialects  and 
tentative  conclusions  are  formed.  The  charters,  deeds,  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  containing  these  coveted  names  are  difiicult  of  access  and  bj^ 
no  means  easy  to  read,  and  much  time  and  special  training  are  needed 
for  this  research.  Profound  knowledge  of  early  dialects  is  an  even 
rarer  accomplishment  not  necessarily  possessed  by  the  research  student. 
Thus,  the  recent  progress  of  the  study  has  been  due  to  team-work  of  the 
most  specialized  character.  It  is  necessary  to  emphasise  this  as  with 
the  development  of  the  subject  of  place-names  there  is  a  growing  ten¬ 
dency  to  dabble  in  it  and  in  few  studies  are  wrong  assumptions  more 
difficult  to  lay  by  the  heels.  How  the  ordinary  archaeologist  can  lend 
his  aid  to  the  study  will  be  indicated  later  on. 

It  should  be  realised  that  the  study  of  place-names  is  not  an  end  in 
itself.  It  is  an  essential  stej)  in  the  working  out  of  the  history  of  the 
settlement  of  various  peoples  in  these  islands  and  the  intensive  study  of 
place-names  is  definitely  supplementing  the  sketchy  history  of  the 
Dark  Ages  and  the  Invasion  Period.  We  are  hopeful  hy  its  means  of 
learning  the  gradual  progress  and  extent  of  the  manj^  separate  invasions 
and  of  tracing  the  invaders  back  to  their  original  homes.  In  this  latter 
connection,  of  course,  the  help  of  Continental  authorities  is  ver3^  useful. 

There  are  other  aspects  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  invasions  which  are 
illuminated  bj^  this  intensive  study.  Certain  place-names  throw  light 
upon  the  sites  of  heathen  worship,  the  earliest  elements  of  local  govern- 
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merit,  modes  of  settlement  and  land  tenure,  the  nature  of  the  terrain 
in  ancient  days,  the  crops  raised  and  the  existence  of  animals  now  rare 
or  even  extinct  in  this  country. 

Far  and  away  the  most  common  element  in  Anglo-Saxon  place-names 
is  the  personal  name.  This  dominance  of  the  personal  name  is  charac¬ 
teristic  of  Anglo-Saxon  sites,  whereas  Celtic  place-names  are  usually 
descriptive.  It  might  seem  to  be,  and  probably  was,  due  to  the  posses¬ 
sive  feeling  engendered  by  conquest.  Many  Anglo-Saxon  place-names, 
however,  are  descriptive  and  some  owe  their  origin  to  a  trivial  or  almost 
degrading  circumstance. 

In  parts  of  England,  closely  settled  by  the  Anglo-Saxons,  there  are 
very  few  place-names  having  a  Celtic  origin  excepting  those  relating 
to  natural  objects,  such  as  rivers  and  hills.  This  is  natural,  as  these 
would  hardly  be  re-named  by  the  invaders. 

From  the  foregoing  remarks,  it  should  not  be  assumed  that  there 
is  no  place  for  the  researches  of  the  local  archaeologist.  It  is  his  work 
to  rescue  minor  place-names  which  are  dying  out  of  common  use  and 
are  in  danger  of  being  forgotten.  If  he  has  the  opportunity,  he  may 
ferret  out  older  spellings  from  maps,  terriers,  old  leases,  and  such.  like. 
This  is  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  field-names,  a  vast  number  of  which 
are  in  existence  and  not  adequately  recorded,  although  the  E.P.N.S. 
has  printed  extensive  lists. 

Another  fascinating  subject,  more  akin  perhaps  to  local  history  and 
topography  than  to  the  study  of  place-names,  is  the  investigation  of 
fairly  modern  names  of  houses,  streets  and  estates  and  their  connection 
with  local  or  national  characters  and  events. 

Lastly,  there  is  the  interpretation  of  the  material  derived  from  the 
labours  of  the  place-name  specialists.  This,  indeed,  is  the  particular 
province  of  the  trained  local  archaeologist  who  is  able  to  strengthen 
deductions  made  by  place-name  students  from  intimate  knowledge  of 
grave-finds  and  similar  material.  He  can  also  check  many  tentative 
derivations  of  place-names  by  seeing  if  they  have  application  to  the 
actual  sites  which  cannot  always  be  familiar  to  the  specialist.  In  these 
ways,  at  least,  serious  archaeologists  having  a  taste  for  such  enquiries 
can  give  their  aid  to  a  fascinating  study.

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Willowherbs.

rpHE  Willowherbs — Linnaeus’  genus  Epilohiurn — doubtless  owe  their 
pojDular  name  to  the  willowy  stems  and  leaves  of  some  of  the  larger 
siDecies.  The  tall  and  handsome  Rose  Baj’,  Fireweed,  or  French  Willow 
{Epilohium  angusti folium  L.)  is  conspicuously  willow-like  until  it  dis- 
plaj^s  its  showy  spike  of  blossom.  Then,  massed,  as  is  sometimes  the 
case,  in  vast  colonies  on  recently  cleared  or  burned  ground,  it  can  pro¬ 
vide  one  of  our  great  floral  spectacles.  The  Rose  Bay  stands  somewhat 
apart  from  the  rest  of  the  group  in  the  structure  of  its  flowers.  Stamens 
and  style  curve  dowuAvards  and  outwards  and  the  upper  and  lower  petals 
are  unequal,  forming  a  zygomorphic  or  two-sided  flower  (as  a  pansy). 
It  does  not  hj^bridise  with  the  other  species,  among  which  inter-hybridity 
is  frequent  and  well-nigh  universal.  With  this  exception  all  our 
Willowherbs  have  regular  flowers  and  they  are  mostly  rather  incon¬ 
spicuous  plants. 

The  genus  Epilohium  (N.O.  Onagraceae)  consists  of  herbs  with  annual 
stems,  either  with  perennial  creeping  roots  or  becoming  perennial  by 
offsets  formed  at  the  base  of  the  old  stem.  Flowers  in  terminal  or 
axillary  spikes,  of  some  shade  of  red,  or  rarely  white.  Ovary  inferior, 
with  adherent  4-partite  calyx,  petals  4,  stamens  8,  and  a  single  style 
with  4-cleft  or  club-shaped  stigma.  The  fruit  is  a  long  narrow  pod, 
splitting  from  the  top  into  four  curling  segments  with  many  small  seeds. 
Each  seed  is  crowned  with  a  tuft  of  cottony  hairs.  Early  in  the  season 
the  young  plants  growing  from  ivinter  offsets  have  much  the  appearance 
of  annuals.  One  species  (E.  Lamyi  F.  Schultz)  is  said  by  some  authors 
to  be  biennial;  as  it  forms  winter  offsets  this  statement  is  difficult  to 
follow. 

WilloAvherhs  are  not  a  critical  group  in  the  sense  of  the  specialist, 
but  some  species  call  for  a  fairly  close  examination  and  the  text-books 
are  not  alwaj^s  as  helpful  as  they  might  be.  Many  hybrids  have,  no 
doubt,  been  found  and  described,  yet  a  chance  plant  is  quite  unlikely 
to  be  a  hybrid.  The  presence  of  five  of  the  smaller  species  as  common 
weeds  in  my  Devonshire  garden  has  given  an  opportunity  to  make,  in 
the  past  season,  the  following  notes  on  the  living  plants.  Seen  thus 
side  by  side,  and  in  quantity,  their  specific  distinctness  seemed  obvious ; 
two  instances  of  mixed  characters  were  found — tetragonum  X  ohscurum 
and  parviflorum  X  ohscurum. 

E.  parviflorum  Schreh.  Upright  and  not  much  branched,  1  to  2  feet 
(occasionally  3  feet  or  more).  Plant  softly  hairy.  Stem  round, 
tkickly  pubescent  below.  Leaves  sessile  or  subsessile,  broadly  lanceo¬ 
late,  rather  blunt,  with  many  shallow  teeth.  Terminal  shoot  with 
buds  upright.  Flowers  11-15  mm.,  light  purplish  pink,  stigma  4- 
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lobed.  Perennating  by  short  leafy  stolons  forming  loose  rosettes 
at  the  end  of  the  summer.  Can  always  be  distinguished  from  E. 
hirsutum  L.  bj"  the  absence  of  thick  fleshy  creeping  stolons.  There 
is  a  siibglabrous  form  (rivulare  Wahl.)  which  used  to  be,  and  per¬ 
haps  still  is,  frequent  in  London  gardens. 

E.  montanum  L.  Often  branched^  usually  9  to  18  inches.  Stem  slender, 
round,  finely  downy.  Leaves  ovate-lanceolate,  pointed,  sessile  or 
shortly  stalked  (petiole  l-12th  of  blade)  glabrous,  Avith  numerous 
forward-pointing  teeth.  Terminal  shoots  with  buds  drooping. 
Flowers  12-17  mm.,  lilac-pink,  stigma  4-lobed.  Perennating  by 
fleshy  buds,  square  in  section,  formed  at  the  base  of  the  stem  in 
August  and  remaining  for  some  montlis  in  that  state. 

E.  lanceolatum  Seb.  &  Maur.  In  dry  sunny  places  (rocks,  walls,  etc.), 
stem  simple,  AAuth  little  leafly  tufts  in  the  opposite  axils.  In  shade 
conditions  these  may  deA^elop  into  branches,  forming  a  bushy  plant; 
6  to  18  inches.  Stem  round,  angles  rarely  perceptible,  finely  doAvny. 
Leaves  all  stalked  (petiole  l-5th  of  blade),  oblong-lanceolate, 
blunt,  Avith  shalloAV  teeth  usually  few,  quite  glabrous,  sometimes  2 
or  3  alternate.  Terminal  shoots  Avith  buds  drooping.  Flowers  8- 
11  m.m.,  at  first  pure  white,  then  shell  pink  and  fading  bright  rose 
pink.  Stigma  shortly  but  obA'iously  4-lobed.  Perennating  by  sessile 
leafy  rosettes  formed  at  the  base  of  the  stem  in  late  autumn. 

A  southern  and  A^ery  distinct  species,  liking  dry  and  sunny  con¬ 
ditions.  Placed  in  Bentham  (Ed.  VI,  p.  151)  under  m.ontanum  and 
wrongly  described,  but  eA^ideiitly  combined  in  the  description  of 
roseum.  Not  very  adequately  described  in  “  Further  Illustrations,” 
p.  178. 

E.  tetragonum  Curt,  {adnaimn  Griseb.).  Stem  upright,  much  branched, 
becoming  almost  Avoody  at  the  base,  squarish  with  4  raised  lines 
which  become  obscure  as  the  stem  hardens ;  1  to  3  feet.  Plant 
glabrous.  Leaves  strap  shaped,  8  times  as  long  as  broad,  Avith 
many  forward-pointing  teeth,  shining  aboAm,  their  bases  adnate  and 
decurrent  on  the  stem  in  four  raised  lines  from  each  opposite  pair. 
Terminal  shoots  Avith  buds  upright.  Flowers  6-9  mm.,  purplish-red, 
seldom  opening  Avidely.  Stigma  club-shaped.  Pods  very  long,  up 
to  80  mm.  Perennating  by  short  leafy  rosettes  formed  at  the  base 
of  the  stem  in  late  summer. 

E.  ohscurum  Schreb.  Stem  rather  slender,  often  widely  branching  near 
the  base,  pubescent  above,  roundish  but  marked  in  the  lower  part 
by  two  opposite  raised  lines  decurrent  from  the  leaf  bases,  the  four 
lines  from  each  pair  of  leaves  uniting  into  two  below  the  axils;  9 
to  18  inches.  Leaves  sessile,  dull  green,  glabrous,  lanceolate  but 
broadest  near  the  base  and  tapering  evenly  to  a  blunt  point,  with 
shalloAv  inconspicuous  teeth.  Terminal  shoots  with  buds  upright. 
Flowers  6-10  mm.,  lilac  red,  stigma  club-shaped.  Perennating  by 
slender  reddish  stolons  Avith  small  opposite  leaves,  which  spread  from 
the  base  of  the  stem  during  summer,  later  rooting  at  the  axils. 
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In  all  my  plants  stum  leaves  were  opposite  (montanum  produced  a 
few  whorls  of  three)  Avith  very  rare  exceptions.  They  only  became  alter¬ 
nate  at  the  nodes  of  the  floAA-ering  branches. 

The  remaining  species  may  be  briefly  described.  E.  angustifolium 
L.,  the  Rose  Bay,  and  E.  hirsutum  L.,  the  Great  WilloAvherb,  Codlins 
and  Cream,  tall  plants  with  conspicuous  flowers,  hardly  need  descrip¬ 
tion. 

E.  collinum  Gmel.,  said  to  haA^e  been  found  in  Scotland  but  now  lost, 
is  a  mountain  species,  resembling  montanum  but  half  the  size,  and 
usually  more  branched.  All  leaA^es  are  shortly  stalked  and  obtuse, 
the  branches  angular  at  their  bases. 

E.  roseum  Schreb.  is  a  Avidespread  but  eliisiA^e  species.  A  fragile 
glabrous  plant,  Avith  leaA^es  all  stalked,  thin,  broadly  lanceolate  and 
narroAA'ed  at  each  end.  FloAA^ers  small,  A^ery  pale  Avith  darker  lines. 
It  is  our  only  loAAdand  species  in  Avhich  drooping  buds  are  associated 
AAuth  a  club-shaped  stigma.  Not  rare  about  London,  particularly 
North  London. 

E.  La.inyi  F.  Schultz  is  a  rare  Avoodland  species  of  the  south  and  mid¬ 
lands,  like  tetrcLQonum  in  habit,  stem  and  stolons,  but  with  rather 
glaucous  leaA^es  tapering  from  a  rounded  base,  the  upper  shortly 
stalked,  and  flowers  much  larger,  “  yelloAvish-pink  ”  (Hanbury  and 
Marshall),  “  rose  clair  ”  (Boreau). 

E.  palustre  L.  A  smallish  upright  plant  of  bogs  and  marshes,  little 
branched,  stem  round,  leaves  sessile,  glabrous,  almost  AAuthout  teeth, 
narroAV  and  tapering  to  a  point.  Small  lilac  floAvers. 

E.  alsinefolium  Vill.  and  E.  anagallidi folium  Lam.  (alpinum  L.)  are 
small  alpine  species  found  along  mountain  rills  and  in  wet  places  in 
the  north.  The  former  is  the  larger  plant,  often  bushy,  Avith  ovate 
pointed  leaves  and  larger  floAA’ers.  It  reaches  the  Snowdon  area. 
AnagallidifoUnm  is  not  found  south  of  the  Pennines.  It  is  A'ery 
small,  Avith  rounded  leaves  and  feAV  flowers.  The  pod  is  often  the 
conspicuous  part  of  the  plant. 

Of  the  lowland  species,  lanceolatum  is  not  found  north  of  Monmouth, 
Berkshire  and  Kent;  Lamyi  extends  to  Worcester  and  Leicester  but 
not  to  the  eastern  counties;  tetragonum  is  rare  in  Scotland.  The  others 
are  common  and  generally  distributed,  although  roseum  is  wanting  in 
some  areas  and,  with  hirsutum,  thins  out  in  the  far  north.  All  our 
Willowherbs,  excepting  angustifolium  and  lanceolatum,  prefer  damp 
conditions.  They  are  in  floAA^er  from  July  to  September,  montanum 
leading  the  Avay  in  June,  and  lanceolatum  lingering  till  late  October. 

Some  good  botanists  have  considered  tetragonum,  Lamqji,  and 
ohscurum  to  be  forms  of  one  species,  dependent  upon  situation.  I  hac^e 
never  seen  Law.yi,  but  the  size  and  colour  of  its  floAA’ers  and  the  petio- 
late  foliage  seem  to  separate  it  distinctly.  The  other  tAvo  AA^ere  present 
and  intermixed  in  my  small  garden,  though  ohscurum  preferred  the 
shadier  and  tetragonum  the  more  open  places.  This  is  consistent  Avith 
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their  distribution,  for  ohscurum  extends  much  further  north.  Trans¬ 
plantation  of  offsets  is  an  experiment  worth  trying.  I  have  not  seen 
Haussknecht’s  monograph. 

The  following  key  should  serve  for  a  preliminary  identification 
(angusti folium  and  the  alpines  are  omitted);  —

Entomological  Notes  and  Records. 

ANDRENA  AND  NOMADA  (HYMENOPTERA,  APIDAE)  ON 

HAMPSTEAD  HEATH.

gEVERAL  5'ears  spent  collecting  aculeate  Hy.menoptera  on  Hamp¬ 
stead  Heath  have  shown  that  the  two  genera  Andrena  and  Nomada 
are  particularly  well  represented,  both  in  number  of  species  and  of  indi¬ 
viduals,  considering  the  scarcity  of  flowering  plants  and  the  way  in 
which  the  whole  area  has  been  isolated  by  suburban  districts.  The 
large  areas  of  exposed  Bagshot  sand  provide  ideal  nesting  ground  for 
the  host  species,  which,  unlike  the  flowering  plants,  remain  unmolested 
by  the  thousands  of  people  who  roam  about  over  the  Heath  every  spring. 

There  is  no  need  to  dwell  here  on  the  past  history  of  Hampstead 
Heath,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  one  time  the  whole  area 
was  part  of  Middlesex  Forest  and  to-day  the  only  remaining  natural 
woodland  is  Ken  Wood.  Noav,  although  many  species  of  which  we  have 
no  record  must  have  bred  in  the  district,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
forest  land  is  by  no  means  ideal  for  bees  of  the  genus  Andrena^  and 
probably  it  was  not  until  the  district  had  became  somewhat  as  we  know 
it  to-day  that  it  was  much  favoured  by  these  burrowing  bees.  The 
major  changes  which  have  tended  to  isolate  the  Heath  have  all  taken 
place  within  the  last  fifty  years  and  we  are  fortunate  in  having  records, 
and  in  some  instances  the  actual  material,  still  preserved,  in  the  writ- 
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mgs  and  collections  made  by  Fred  Enock,  F.  Smith,  and  W.  E. 
Shuckard  as  far  back  as  one  hundred  years  ago.  By  intensive  collect¬ 
ing  over  several  years  and  with  the  help  of  other  entomologists,  my 
colleague,  Mr  K.  M.  Guichard,  and  I  have  been  able  to  find  out  just 
which  insects  have  disappeared  from  the  district  during  this  period  of 
gradual  isolation,  though  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  more  than  very 
roughly  which  species  have  been  added  to  the  local  fauna  during  the 
same  period. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  fifty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  British 
species  of  Andrena  and  sixty-six  per  cent,  of  the  species  of  Nomada 
have  been  recorded  from  the  Heath  or  from  the  verv  closelv  surround- 
ing  district  within  the  last  hundred  years  or  so,  and  that  about  forty 
per  cent,  of  the  known  British  species  of  host  and  parasite  genera  are 
firmlj^  established  there  to-day.  Out  of  a  total  of  thirty-two,  six  species 
of  Andrena  have  disappeared  from  the  district,  and  seven  species  of 
Nomada  out  of  eighteen  are  likewise  no  longer  to  be  found  there.  The 
absence  of  four  parasite  species  can  be  directly  related  to  the  absence  of 
the  host  insects,  while  there  are  onlv  two  recent  records  of  the  host  of 
a  fifth  parasite.  The  remaining  two  parasite  species,  N.  guttulata 
Schenck  and  N.  sheppardana  (Kirby)  may  turn  up  again,  since  their 
hosts  are  still  present  on  the  Heath.  The  species  of  Andrena  which 
have  disappeared  are,  for  the  most  part,  large  and  conspicuous  insects, 
several  of  which  form  large  colonies,  and  are,  therefore,  not  likely  to 
have  been  overlooked.  A.  clarkella  (Kirby)  and  N.  leucophthalma 
(Kirby),  A,  humUis  Imhoff  and  N.  stigma  F.,  A.  bucephala  Stephens, 
one  of  two  Andrenas  known  to  form  large  colonies  with  a  single  entrance 
hole  (the  other  is  A.  ferox  Smith,  vide  Yarrow,  1941,  Ent.  Mon.  Mag., 
77 :  2-13)  and  its  parasite  N.  hirtipes  Perez  are  pairs  which  have 
long  since  disappeared,  A.  fiorea  F.,  only  to  be  found  at  White 
Brjmny,  A.  trimmerana  (Kirby)  (=  spinigera)  and  .4.  flavipes  Panz. 
have  all  disappeared,  and,  though  any  of  the  lost  species  may  turn  up 
again  in  the  future,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  several  of  them  are  gone 
for  ever. 

Entomologists  who  intend  paying  a  visit  to  Hampstead  Heath  would 
be  well  advised  to  examine  the  map  in  Hampstead  Heath,  its  Geology 
and  Natural  History,  published  in  1913  by  the  Hampstead  Scientific 
Society,  or  the  map  in  a  paper  on  the  Aculeate  Hymenoptera  of  the 
district  which  Mr  Guichard  and  T  have  ready  for  press,  in  order  to 
understand  fully  the  subdivisions  of  the  Heath  referred  to  in  the  table 
at  the  end  of  the  present  article.  The  scarcity  of  flowering  plants, 
other  than  gorse  and  dandelions,  is  mainly  due  to  the  efforts  of  casual 
visitors,  but  bees  are  to  be  found  at  sallow,  daisies,  hawthorn,  speed- 
Avell  and  the  clover  which  appears  during  the  summei’,  though  a  greater 
number  of  species  will  probably  be  found  by  a  careful  examination  of 
the  sandy  places  Avhich  exist  in  most  sections  of  the  Heath,  and  especi¬ 
ally  in  Sandy  Pleatli,  lying  on  the  north  side  of  Spaniards  Road.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  summer  the  Heath  was  extensively  used  hj  the  military  for 
training,  and  many  of  the  smaller  sandbanks  have  been  flattened  and 
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otherwise  damaged  by  the  caterpillars  of  Bren  Carriers  and  other  heavy 
army  vehicles,  and  a  number  of  large  areas  were  excavated  for  sand¬ 
bags  in  September  1939.  These  pits,  unless  completely  filled  in,  as  has 
already  begun  with  the  decaying  remains  of  the  same  sandbags,  should 
prove  attractive  to  manj'  aculeates  in  future  years,  since  they  provide 
the  only  vertical  faces  of  Bagshot  sand  in  the  whole  area.  Unfon- 
tunately,  considering  the  costly  waste  of  sandbags,  a  minor  economy 
was  shown  in  fencing  these  deep  pits  with  palings  previously  used  to 
protect  certain  areas  against  the  public.  Certain  bees  and  wasps  were 
restricted  almost  entirely  to  these  latter  areas,  the  opening  of  which 
was  probably  responsible  for  the  sudden  decrease  in  numbers  of  these 
insects  during  the  past  season. 

Apart  from  the  sandy  hollows  and  banks,  many  of  the  hard  foot- 
paths  are  selected  by  certain  siiecies,  notably  A.  armata  (Cmelin) 
(=  fulva).  This  bee  is  perhaps  the  most  plentiful  and  certainly  the 
most  evident  Andrena  hi  early  spring,  and  abounds  all  over  the  Heath, 
throwing  up  little  piles  of  sand  wherever  there  is  a  convenient  flat  sur¬ 
face.  Its  parasite,  Nomada  paiizeri  Lep.  (=  ruficornis)  is  always  to  be 
found  flying  around  the  burrows.  The  males  of  A.  armecta  are  quite 
unlike  the  females  in  appearance  and  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers 
sunning  themselves  on  the  ground  nearby.  A.  haemom'lioa  (F.) 
(=  albicans),  A.  jacobi  Perkins  and  A.  nigroaenea  (Kirby)  are  all  com¬ 
mon  early  spring  species  and  ma}^  be  found  burrowing  in  the  sandy  soil 
or  visiting  sallow  and  dandelions.  The  most  usual  iiarasites  of  the  two 
last  named,  N.  marshameUa  (Kirby)  and  N.  goodeniana  (Kirby),  are 
more  often  caught  by  chance  than  found  at  the  burrows,  and  N.  rufi¬ 
cornis  (L.)  {  —  bifida),  the  parasite  of  A.  haemorrlioa,  has  only  1)een  met 
with  on  very  rare  occasions.  The  large  A.  tibialis  (Kirby)  is  abundant 
all  over  the  Heath  and  was  once  captured  as  early  as  March.  Its  para¬ 
site,  N.  Uneola  Panz.,  is  remarkably  uncommon  considering  the  abund¬ 
ance  of  its  host.  Another  large  spring  species  is  A.  pubescens  Olivier, 
the  burrows  of  which  are  to  be  found  all  over  the  Heath,  and  at  which 
the  parasite,  N.  goodeniana  (Kirby),  is  occasionally  to  be  seen.  An 
attractive  and  local  bee  is  A.  cineraria  (L.),  which,  though  never  at  all 
numerous,  is  to  bo  found  each  year  in  certain  very  restricted  spots,  and 
I  know  of  one  such  place  where  two  or  three  of  these  bees  burrow  regu¬ 
larly  among  the  workings  of  A.  armata.  N.  lathburiana  (KirbjO,  its 
parasite,  has  been  taken  on  a  few  occasions  only,  though  it  is  usually 
common  where  the  host  breeds  in  larger  numbers.  Later  in  the  season 
A.  barbilabris  (Kirby)  is  extremely  common  and  it  is  interesting  to  see 
how  the  females  dive  doivn  to  their  burrows  in  sand  so  loose  that  very 
often  no  entrance  hole  can  be  seen.  This  species  is  remarkable  in  being 
parasitized  by  Sphecodes  pellucidus  Smith.  Another  Andrena  para¬ 
sitized  by  this  genus  is  A.  labialis  (Kirby),  a  bee  which  is  not  very 
common  in  the  district,  and  its  parasite,  S.  rubicundus  von  Hag.,  as 
might  be  expected,  is  extremely  uncommon.  A.  varians  (Rossi)  and  A. 
synadelpha  Perkins  have  been  recorded  at  hawthorn  and  are  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  attacked  by  N.  panzeri  Lep.  A,  helvola  (L.),  a  closely  related 
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Hosts.

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species,  is  occasionally  found  in  small  numbers  and  is  probably  attacked 
by  the  same  Nomada. 

An  extremely  interesting  capture  from  a  Higligate  garden  bordering 
the  Heath  is  A.  nigriceps  (Kirby),  a  single  example  having  been  taken 
by  Dr  C.  H.  Andrewes,  F.R.E.S.,  at  Sedum  album  in  1916  and  again  in 
1917.  A.  labiata  F.  (=  cingulata),  which,  according  to  F.  Smith,  used 
to  be  common  at  Germander  Speedwell  near  Bishops  Wood,  has  only 
been  taken  a  few  times,  within  the  last  twenty  years  and  it  may  have 
disappeared  completely  by  now.  Its  parasite,  N.  guttulata  Schenck, 
has  not  been  seen  since  Smith  took  it.  There  is  considerable  doubt 
about  the  record  of  N.  hillana  (Kirby)  (=  ochrostoma)  which  Smith  re¬ 
cords  at  the  burrows  of  A.  labialis,  because,  as  already  stated,  this  bee 
is  not  attacked  by  any  Nomada  in  this  country,  but  by  Sphecodes  rubi- 
cundus,  and  the  fact  that  in  Smith’s  collection  guttulata  (some  speci¬ 
mens  of  which  bear  Hampstead  labels)  is  mixed  with  hillana  (none  of 
which  bear  Hampstead  labels)  increases  the  doubt,  except  that  A.  wil- 
kella  (Kirby),  the  generally  accepted  host  of  hillana,  is  known  to  have 
been  present  on  the  Heath  at  that  time.  N.  flavopicta  (Kirby)  has  re¬ 
cently  been  found  in  numbers  in  one  part  of  Parliament  Hill  Fields, 
where  I  am  convinced  it  is  parasitic  on  Melitta  leporina  (Panz.).  In 
an  article  already  in  the  press  I  have  discussed  the  position  of  the  pre¬ 
viously  suggested  hosts,  A.  fiavipes  and  bees  of  the  A.  nigriceps  group, 
in  relation  to  N.  flavopicta  on  Hampstead  Heath  and  I  will  not  deal 
further  Avith  this  question  here. 

It  is  not  possible  to  deal  with  all  the  species  of  both  host  and  para¬ 
site,  nor  to  go  into  the  details  of  the  relations  betiveen  their  various 
species  in  such  an  article  as  this,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  table  on  p. 
12  may  be  of  assistance  to  those  who  interest  themselves  in  the  bees 
of  these  t^ro  genera,  and  demonstrate  what  an  extensive  and  interest¬ 
ing  fauna  may  exist  in  a  locality  completeh"  cut  off  from  open  country 
by  built-up  areas. 


FIELD  NOTES  ON  DIPTERA.  _

A  Sawfly  with  Dipterous  Prey, 

On  23rd  May  1937  in  Tilgate  Forest,  Sussex,  I  found  a  female 
Tenthredo  rnesomelas  L.  [det.  R.  B.  Benson]  Avhich  had  captured  a 
female  Scatophaga  inguinata  Meig.  The  specimens  have  been  presented 
to  the  Hope  Department  of  Entomology,  Oxford  University  Museum. 

Hercostomus  mgripennis  Fln.  [Dipt,  Dolichopodidae]  Visiting  the 
Flowers  of  Chickweed,  Stellaria  grarninea  L. 

On  Angust  18th,  1940,  I  found  a  male  of  this  species  sucking  a  flower 
of  Chickweed  growing  on  Mitcham  Common,  Surrey.  This  is  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  plants  recorded  as  visited  by  Dolichopodid  flies  as  listed  in 
L.N.,  1939,  22. 
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I  have  also  found  a  reference  to  the  habit  in  Dipt  era  Danica  IV. 
Dolicliopodidae ^  1912,  175,  where  W.  Lundbeck  states  that  Hercostpmus 
germanus  Wied.  “  is  especially  found  on  flowers  of  Umbelliferae;  most 
often  I  have  taken  it  on  Chaeroph.yllum,  the  flowers  of  which  may  often 
be  quite  covered  by  it.  The  males  are  then  seen  hovering  quite  low 
over  the  females  resting  on  the  flowei’s  and  jerking  upon  them  but  I 
have,  however,  never  seen  copulation.” 

On  the  Distribution  of  Chrysotoxum  verralU  Collin  [Dipt, 

Syrphidae.] 

This  wasp  mimic  was  first  described  by  Mr  J.  E.  Collin  in  July  1940, 
Ixxvi,  155,  who  differentiates  it  from  C.  octomaculatum  Curt. 
A  re-examination  of  the  species  of  the  genus  in  mj"  collection  showed 
me  that  of  those  standing  under  the  name  of  octomaculatum  all  were 
of  the  new  species  except  those  taken  at  Studland  Heath,  Dorset.  C. 
verralli  appears  to  be  on  the  wdng  in  late  June  and  during  July,  my 
earliest  capture  being  in  my  garden  at  Thornton  Heath,  Surrey,  on 
30th  June  1940.  It  occurs  each  July  in  the  garden.  Elsewhere  I  have 
taken  it  in  July  in  Surrey  at  Beddington  1938,  Limpsflelfi  Common  1937, 
and  Mitcham  Common  1936,  in  Essex  at  Benfleet  in  1936  and  1937,  and 
in  Hants  at  Pamber  Forest  in  1937. 


Sawfl.ies  of  the  Berkhamsted  District,  with  a  list  of  the  Sawflies  of  Hert¬ 
fordshire  and  Buckinghamshire,  and  a  survey  of  the  British  Species 
{Hymenoptera  Symphyta)  by  Robert  B.  Benson,  M.A.,  P.R.E.S. 
(British  Museum,  Natural  History).  (Transactions  of  the  Hert¬ 
fordshire  Natural  History  Society  and  Field  Club,  21,  pt.  3, 
177-231;  5s.) 

To  specialise  in  a  group  of  insects  without  constantly  bearing  in  mind 
the  complex  interrelations  between  the  living  organism  and  its  environ¬ 
ment  is  a  failing  of  many  systematists  and  invariably  leads  to  the  series 
of  names  which  used  to  constitute  a  “  local  list.”  In  the  present  paper, 
Mr  Benson  gives  us  a  very  good  example  of  how  a  local  fauna  should  be 
approached,  and  it  is  certain  that  this  type  of  analysis  must  in  time 
replace  the  old  lists  of  species,  which  are  sadly  lacking  in  information 
and  of  relatively  little  value. 

Ecologically,  the  area  under  consideration  can  be  divided  into  four 
distinct  sections,  and  the  vegetation  typical  of  each  is  shoAvn  to  yield 
certain  species  of  Sawfly  peculiar  to  itself.  The  Introduction,  dealing 
with  the  zoogeographical  and  ecological  aspects,  should  prove  of  value 
to  all  entomologists  interested  in  Sawflies,  as  well  as  to  those  interested 
in  other  groups  of  insects  occurring  in  this  district,  and  the  list  of 
species,  with  its  notes  on  the  larval  food  plants  and  the  time  of  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  adult  insects,  followed  by  an  extensive  bibliography,  will 
be  welcomed  by  all  students  of  the  Symphyta.

ENTOMOLOGICAL  NOTES  AND  EECOEDS. 
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BRITISH  BUTTERFLIES  IN  1940.

These  notes  are  compiled  largely  from  information  supplied  to  me  by 
Mrs  0.

J.  Fordham,  F.  C.  Garrett,  E.  H.  T.  Hambly  and  P.  H.  Willcox,  and 
Messrs  C.  L.  Collenette,  G.  W.  Collett,  F.  D.  Coote,  R.  Craigs,  G.  F. 
Croivther,  R.  Cyriax,  J.  E.  S.  Dallas,  L.  R.  Devenish,  C.  P,  Elliott- 
Binns,  W.  E.  Gaze,  L.  B.  Hall,  A.  H.  Hamm,  R.  Y.  Horn,  K.  P.  Key- 
wood,  G.  H.  Locket,  F.  Martin,  L.  Parmenter,  J.  H.  G.  Peterken,  W.

Observation  unfortunately  was  much  handicapped  by  the  prevailing 
conditions.  Many  of  the  would-be  observers  were  occupied  in  various 
forms  of  war  work,  while  a  number  of  the  best  localities  were  in  the 
hands  of  the  military  and  so  could  not  be  visited.  Thus  there  must  be 
large  gaps  in  the  records  of  the  season. 

Butterflies  were  numerous  in  the  spring  and  early  part  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  as  the  numbers  of  the  smaller  species  of  birds  that  prey  on  the 
larvae  had  apparently  been  much  reduced  by  the  prolonged  cold  winter. 
As  the  cold  was  mostly  a  dry  one  it  had  not  the  same  destructive  effect 
on  insect  life.  Several  early  appearances  were  noted  and  a  few  of  them 
are  given  below. 

P.  aegeria  L.  and  P.  megera  L.  have  been  common  in  several  places. 
S.  galathea  L.,  only  sparingly  reported,  probably  due  to  the  military 
having  possession  of  many  of  its  hillsides.  E.  semele  L.  was  plentiful 
locally,  and  numbers  were  seen  on  the  occasion  of  the  Society’s  visit  to 
Byfleet  on  11th  August.  M.  tithonus  L.  was  generally  common  and  M. 
jurtina  L.  plentiful.  I  watched  a  very  early  emerged  one  on  4th  May 
flitting  down  a  path  near  Leith  Hill.  C.  pamphilus  L.  was  very  irregu¬ 
lar,  plentiful  in  places,  scarce  in  others.  C.  tullia  Muller  ;  Normal  in 
Northumberland  (F.C.G.).  A.  hyperanthus  L.  :  More  often  seen  than 
usual.  N 

A.  fielene  Schiff.,  A.  euphrosyne  L.,  A.  aglaia  L.,  A.  cydippe  L.  and 
A.  paphia  L.  were  common  in  places.  E.  aundnia  Rott.  ;  Local  round 
Ashdown  Forest  (L.R.D.).  M.  cinxia  L.  ;  Reported  common  in  its  usual 
haunts  (B.T.).  F.  atalanta  L.  :  Probably  above  the  average  of  the  last 
few  years.  F.  cardui  L.  :  Widely  spread  but  never  numerous.  A.  urticae 
L.  :  About  very  early,  resulting  in  many  larvae  but  the  majority  of  these 
must  have  been  parasitised  as  the  August  brood  did  not  appear  in  cor¬ 
responding  numbers.  N.  polycMoros  L.  ;  Recorded,  near  Nazeing  (^L.  J.T.) 
and  Ashdown  Forest  (L.R.D.).  N.  io  L.  :  Generally  seen  and  in  some 
places  very  common.  It  has  continued  its  northward  spread  in  the 
Cheviots  (R.C.)  and  was  abundant  in  the  Botanic  Gardens,  Glasgow 
CR.y.H.).  None,  however,  were  noted  in  Torbay  (R.W.R.).  P.  c-album 
L.  maintains  its  expansion  northwards  in  Wales.  Was  common  in  Dove- 
dale  (P.T.)  and  generally  reported  from  the  Home  Counties.  It  was 
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seen  on  10th  March  in  Epping  Forest  (J.H.G.P.)  and  at  Fetchaai 
(H.J.B.),  and  apparentl3^  ran  to  three  broods  as  on  Bookham  Common 
freshly-  emerged  imagines  were  seen  in  June,  others  in  August,  and  two 
in  perfect  condition  evidently"  just  out  sunning  themselves  on  bracken 
towards  the  end  of  September.  A.  iris  L.  was  reported  from  Kent 
(L.R.D.)  and  Hampshire  (P.H.W.).  L.  Camilla  L.  was  noted  extending 
its  range  and  was  seen  in  fresh  districts,  being  recorded  from  Parkstone, 
Dorset  (L.B.H.).  A  black  specimen  was  taken  in  Surrey. 

K.  lucina  L.  is  holding  its  own  in  Surrey.  The  Blues  were  below  the 
average  except  P.  icarus  Rott.,  which  was  generally  seen,  and  L.  argiolus 
L.  more  plentiful  than  for  several  j^ears.  L.  phlaeas  L.  was  well  below 
the  average.  C.  ruhi  L.  :  In  fair  numbers  locall3^  Seen  at  Catcleugh  in 
the  Cheviots  (R.C.).  T.  hetulae  L.  :  Locally"  common.  T.  quercus  L.  : 
In  large  numbers  at  Ashtead,  where  Tits  were  seen  chasing  them  tree 
by  tree  (F.D.C.).  Seen  in  numbers  elsewhere.  S.  w-alhum  Knoch : 
Very  common  on  tlie  River  Usk  bank  near  Crickhowell  (B.T.).  A  few 
records  elsewhere. 

L.  smapis  L.  :  Spreading  to  fresh  localities  (L.R.D.),  and  seen  in 
Surrey  north  of  its  reputed  range  (H.J.B.).  P.  hrassicae  L.  :  Very 
plentiful,  but  possibly  not  such  a  plague  as  in  the  previous  j’^ear,  though 
swarming  in  several  places  and  doing  a  lot  of  damage  to  vegetation. 
There  seemed  to  be  a  deal  of  mass  movement,  not  a  definite  migration 
stream  but  the  swarms  would  pass  along  after  a  few  daj^s  and  then 
their  place  Avould  shortly  be  taken  by  another  horde.  They  would  sud- 
denlj*  become  abundant  and  as  suddenly  be  reduced  to  only  normal 
numbers.  Many  were  destroj^ed  by  birds  as  at  Oxford  (G.T.  and  A.H.H.). 
Manj'  larvae  were  attacked  by  Apanteles,  and  large  quantities  of  ova 
were  destroyed  by  hand  in  some  districts.  Though  we  had  many  imagines 
over  our  garden  at  Fetcham  on  various  dates 'I  could  hardly  find  anj" 
eggs.  The  imagines  had  passed  without  laying.  In  many"  swarms  the 
females  considerably  outnumbered  the  males.  P.  rapae  L.  :  Abundant 
but  not  up  to  the  last  species  in  most  areas.  P.  napi  L.  ;  Not  nearly 
so  j)l8ntiful  as  the  last.  Counts  in  Derbyshire  showed  hrassicae  49  % , 
iapae  49  %,  and  napi  2%  (C.L.C.).  E.  cardamines  L.  :  A  good  j-ear. 
Larvae  numerous.  C.  hyale  L. :  Only  a  few  seen.  C.  croceus  Fourcroy : 
A  few  records  in  the  south.  Several  near  Chippenham  (G.W.C.).  Small 
numbers  in  Devon  (R.W.R.).  The  most  northerly  record  was  Parwich, 
Derbj^shire  (C.L.C.).  G.  rharnni  L.  :  Below  usual  numbers  in  the  spring. 
Several  records  for  the  summer.  I  found  a  larva  pupating  on  Ithamnus 
frangula  L.  in  the  open  and  a  few  da3"s  later  I  collected  the  pupa.  The 
cryptic  resemblance  was  so  perfect  that  I  was  not  surprised  that  some 
people  believe  this  species  never  pupates  on  its  own  food  plant.  A  fine 
female  was  bred  out  later.  P.  machaon  L.  :  Recorded  from  Beacons- 
field  (E.H.T.H.). 

Skippers  were  well  up  to  the  average,  E.  taqes  L.,  S.  malvae  L.,  A. 
sylvestris  Poda,  and  0.  venata  Bremer  &  Grey,  all  being  plentiful  in 
their  respective  times.

^ITH  field  work  considerably  curtailed,  observations  naturally  suf¬ 
fered,  and  interests  were  mainly  restricted  to  borne  research  and 
the  compilation  of  notes  from  previous  work. 

Mr  Niblett  has  been  responsible  for  various  papers  in  The  Entomo¬ 
logist  and  elsewhere  giving  the  results  of  several  years’  investigation 
into  the  life  histories  of  different  species,  and  Mr  Benson  has  discovered 
some  interesting  details  regarding  the  Sawflies  causing  galls  on  Salices. 

Outdoor  experiments  for  alternating  generations  of  the  Cynipidae 
Avere  disappointing  as  most  of  them  failed  to  gi^^e  desired  results.  I 
Avas  able,  hoAA’eA^er,  to  observe  flies  of  Neui'oterus  aprilinus  Gir.  ovi¬ 
positing  in  the  young  buds  at  the  bases  of  the  oak  leaA^es,  buds  that 
Avill  not  deA^elop  until  next  j^ear.  No  galls  have  been  obserA^ed,  and  yet 
unless  the  flies  have  made  an  error  one  can  expect  to  see  galls  of  the 
same  species  next  spring;  if  so,  there  is  no  alternation  of  generations 
Avith  this  species.  The  OA^a  must  remain  dormant  for  ten  or  eleven 
months  before  inducing  gall  formation,  a  longer  period  than  seems  to 
liaA’e  hitherto  been  considered  likely.  This  possibly  may  be  the  case 
with  other  species  Avhose  alternate  generations  liaA^e  so  far  eluded  at¬ 
tempts  to  link  them  up.  A  long  period  of  quiescence  for  the  ova  may 
not  be  impossible  Avhen  AA’e  consider  that  some  of  the  insects  may  re¬ 
main  dormant  OA^er  a  year  or  more  in  the  larval,  pupal  or  perfect  state. 
I  liaA^e  had  Cynips  kollari  Htg.  emerge  from  a  gall  gathered  ten  years 
earlier,  and  I  haA^e  kept  a  fl}"  of  Diplolepis  foUi  L.  alive  for  seventy- 
scA^en  days  in  the  Avinter  exposed  to  several  degrees  of  frost.  Whether 
she  Avould  liaA^e  laid  ova  capable  of  gall  induction  toAvards  the  end  of 
this  time  Avas  not  tested,  but  an  existence  of  some  tAvo  and  a  half  months 
shoAvs  a  prolonged  period  of  Autality. 

Mr  Niblett  has  again  bred  Biorrhiza  pallida  OKa*.,  OA'er  300  insects 
emerging,  all  of  them  fully  Avinged.  I  had  the  same  experience.  Galls 
of  Bhodites  rosae  L.  gaA’e  me  fiA^e  males  and  thirty-seven  females,  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  tweNe  per  cent,  males  for  a  species  which  some  obserAmrs  con¬ 
sider  only  exists  in  the  female  sex. 

Mr  Niblett  has  again  been  successful  in  rearing  Euribia  cuspidgta 
Mg.,  a  Trypetid  rare  in  Britain. 

Miss  E.  M.  Gibson,  of  Petersfield,  sent  me  some  shoots  of  Magnolia 
Avhere  the  young  leaA'cs  AA-ere  SAvollen  into  bright  rose  pink  firm  fleshj^ 
galls,  oval  in  shape,  18  by  12  mm.  in  diameter.  There  Avas  no  sign  of 
the  cause  but  the  galls  may  correspond  to  those  reported  due  to  a 
Psvllid  found  in  Madeira  by  TaAmres. 

Among  Mite  galls  those  of  Eriophyes  triradiatus  Nal.  have  been  very 
conspicuous,  and  Mr  A.  W.  Dennis  sent  me  some  remarkable  ones  from 
Epping  Forest  on  female  catkins  of  Salix  atrocinerea  Brot.  showing  un- 
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usual  forms  of  development.  E.  nervisequus  Can.  was  plentiful  on  one 
Fagus  sylvatica  L.  near  Polesden  Lacey,  Surrey.  This  species  seems 
to  be  uncommon  while  the  variety  rnacuHfer  Trotter  is  more  often  to  be 
met  with. 

The  Eelworm  galls  of  Anguillulina  graminophila  Goodey  were  found 
on  Agrostis  vulgaris  With,  in  April.  Previously  I  had  only  found  them 
in  the  autumn. 

Galls  on  Vihurnu7ii  opulus  L.  probably  due  to  Bacteria  were  received 
from  Mr  H.  Britten  from  near  Purley,  Surrey.  Similar  ones  were 
plentiful  on  Forsythia  sp.  at  Fetcham,  Surrey.

A  SPRING  CENSUS  OF  THE  BIRDS  OF  LIMPSFIELD  COMMON. 

By  L.  Parmenter  and  R.  S.  R.  Fitter, 

This  year  the  experiment  was  made  of  taking  a  census  of  the  Common 
in  April,  before  any  of  the  summer  visitors  except  Chi ff chaff  and  Willow- 
Warbler  had  put  in  an  appearance.  This  should  give  approximately 
the  resident  breeding  population,  but  with  a  certain  admixture  of 
lagging  winter  visitors.  The  count  was  made  on  April  7,  1940,  between 
11.10  a.m.  and  3.30  p.m.,  by  ten  observers  in  three  parties.  The  weather 
was  cool  and  cloudy,  with  some  sun. 

Compared  with  the  previous  winter  counts  in  1938  and  1939  (Currie, 
1939;  Parmenter,  1940),  the  most  noteworthy  features  were  the  in¬ 
creases  of  Chaffinches^  Great  Tits  and  Robins,  the  constancy  of  the 
numbers  of  Blue  Tits,  and  the  decreases  in  Long-tailed  Tits,  Mistle- 
Thrushes,  Blackbirds  and  Wrens,  Comparison  will  be  more  fruitful, 
hoAvever,  ivith  any  future  April  censuses  it  is  possible  to  hold.

Seiitember  last  his  many  friends  learnt  with  deep  regret  of  the 

death  of  Mr  G.  J.  B.  Fox,  His  age  was  85.  There  wouldj  not  be 
space  hero  to  enter  into  many  biograjihical  details,  but  fortunately  this 
IS  quite  unnecessaiy.  Fox  was  essentially  a  man  revered  by  his  friends 
for  himself  and  not  solely  for  his  erudite  learning.  His  learning  was 
part  of  himself  and  his  personality  predominated.  Biographical  details 
in  such  a  case  are  secondary;  they  interest  but  they  are  not  essential. 
Sufficient  to  say  that  after  a  long  career  in  the  Civil  Service  he  em¬ 
ployed  the  leisure  of  his  later  years  in  antiquarian  studies.  His  in¬ 
dustry  was  amazing  but  it  ivas  never  obtrusive.  In  the  first  place,  he 
became  an  expert  upon  stone  implements,  but  later  devoted  himself 
almost  entirely  to  ecclesiologjL  He  was  a  member  of  several  archaeo¬ 
logical  societies  and  lectured  and  contributed  to  their  journals.  He 
also  travelled  extensively  throughout  England  and  in  Mediterranean 
countries.  Gradually  his  studies  acquired  a  systematic  character.  By 
great  good  fortune,  he  was  introduced  to  the  London  Natural  History 
Society  by  the  late  W.  C.  Forster  and  he  at  once  took  an  absorbing 
interest  in  continuing  the  collection  of  records  of  London  churches  and 
historic  buildings  by  contributions  which  display  on  every  page  his 
research  and  his  learning. 

We  recall  him  at  the  meetings,  tall,  dignified,  a  merry  twinkle  in 
his  eye,  a  slight  hesitation  in  his  speech  which  neither  embarrassed  him-

self  nor  his  friends,  a  ripe  scholar  with  a  fund  of  humour  and  no  dry-as- 
dust  archaeologist. 

His  end  was  tragic.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  time,  but 
the  vigour  of  his  mind  was  unimpaired.  He  lost  his  wife  recently  but 
continued  to  live  in  his  flat  in  Kensington,  surrounded  by  his  books  and 
his  collections.  "Writing  to  a  friend,  he  commented  without  asperity 
upon  his  ill  health  and  added  •'  How  long?”  The  answer  was  not  long 
delayed.  An  enemy  bomb  struck  him  down  with  his  nurse  and  scattered 
his  treasures  in  the  dust.  Thus  ended  his  gracious  life  and  studies.

view  of  the  troubled  times  through  which  we  are  all  passing,  the 
well-being  of  the  Society  has  remained  satisfactory.  The  numbers 
have  of  course  diminished  somewhat,  but  there  has  been  an  accession 
of  25  during  the  year.  The  establishment  of  the  Register  has  retained 
for  us  many  who  would  otherwise  have  fallen  out  altogether.  The  totals 
now  amount  to  405  Members,  3  Affiliated  Societies,  26  Branch  Asso¬ 
ciates,  52  Country  Associates,  and  67  Register  Subscribers,  making  553 
altogether. 

Outdoor  Meetings  have  been  partially  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  but  the  indoor  ones  had  to  be  abandoned  again  in  the  Autumn 
after  having  been  resumed  from  February  to  September.  The  Library 
has  remained  available  by  means  of  the  post,  while  the  Curator  has  kept 
good  watch  on  our  Collections. 

Our  Recorders  specially  ask  for  all  notes  that  can  be  sent  to  them. 
It  would  be  useful  if  more  Members  could  be  obtained  so  that  they 
could  help  in  keeping  our  Records  more  fully  posted  during  a  time  when 
their  maintenance  is  our  principal  activity. 

The  financial  condition,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  Treasurer’s  Statement, 
is  more  satisfactory  than  might  be  expected.  The  London  Naturalist  for 
1939  with  its  Supplement  The  London  Bird  Beport,  both  somewhat  ab¬ 
breviated,  were  published  as  usual. 

We  are,  in  fact,  in  a  strong  position,  and  ready  to  re-commence  full 
activities  once  more  as  soon  as  outside  circumstances  permit.

\yAR  conditions  have  brought  the  lending  activities  of  the  Library 
almost  to  a  standstill,  only  43  books  being  borrowed  during  the 


year. 
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Accessions  amounted  to  107  separate  items,  nearly  all  of  them  jour¬ 
nals  of  other  natural  history  societies,  and  periodicals.

Sectional  Reports. 

SUMMARY  FOR  1940. 


IjTITHERTO  the  seven  sections  of  the  Society  have  each  published  an 
Annual  Report  in  this  Journal,  but  war  conditions  have  seriously 
curtailed  their  activities  and  called  for  strict  economy  in  printing.  A 
brief  general  summary  of  their  work  must  therefore  suffice. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Sectional  Officials  had  hopefully 
arranged  programmes  of  indoor  and  field  meetings,  some  of  which  were 
carried  through,  though  with  much  reduced  attendances.  Those  pro¬ 
posed  for  the  latter  part  of  1940  were  found  to  be  impracticable  and 
Avere  ultimately  officially  abandoned.  For  this  reason  the  usual  “  List 
of  Papers  Read  to  the  Society  ”  has  not  been  printed  in  the  London 
Naturalist. 

The  Ornithological  Section  has  probably  suffered  most  by  defection 
and  observational  restrictions  arising  from  war  conditions,  but  a  good 
deal  of  recording,  ringing,  and  other  activities  have  continued  and 
sufficient  matter  has  been  accumulated  to  justify  the  publication  of  the 
5th  number  of  The  London  Bird  Report. 

The  Ecologists  were  active  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and 
some  progress  made  with  Survey  work  at  Limpsfield  Common.  The 
Botanists  and  Entomologists  were  severely  restricted  by  absence  of 
AA^orkers,  a  few  meetings  only  being  held. 

In  the  Plant  Gall  Section  it  was  agreed  to  hold  no  formal  meetings 
either  indoors  or  in  the  field,  but  a  good  deal  of  individual  work  was 
and  is  being  done  by  members,  mostly  on  the  alternating  generations  of 
the  Cynipidae. 

The  Archaeologists  successfully  carried  through  a  couple  of  visits 
to  places  of  interest,  but  the  Ramblers’  efforts  were  thwarted  by  ab¬ 
sentees  and  travelling  difficulties. 

In  conclusion  it  can  be  said  that  all  our  Sections  remain  in  being,  and 
are  and  will  be  kept  alive  by  those  members  who  are  able  to  give  some 
attention,  however  small,  to  their  respective  subjects  so  that  in  happier 
days  threads  may  be  gathered  up  and  activities  resumed.
